8 PCGS 1793 Wreath Cent Vine and Bars Edge 
VF25 . Sheldon-9. Rarity-2. Dark brown with 
a slight two-tone appearance. The details 
are suggestive of a "30" or a "35" coin, 
but some minor granularity forces a net 
grade down to "25." There are two Mint-made 
planchet fissures about Liberty's mouth 
but, by and large, this piece is quite 
clean and it certainly has a very pleasing 
overall appearance. 

9 ANACS 1814 Cent AU 50. Plain 4. Obverse die 
crack from border below the 8 in the date, 
through Liberty's lowest curls, star 3 and 
on into the milling. Evenly and well 
struck, with a somewhat hazy obverse. 

10 PCGS 1820 Cent MS63 Red and Brown. 
Newcomb-13. Wide Large date, Plain 2. 

Medium brown obverse with faded red below; 
the reverse shows a good deal of the 
original Mint red color. There are some 
light kegmarks on the cheek and inner left 
field on the obverse; the reverse is of gem 
quality. A pleasing Randall Hoard Cent. 

11 PCGS 1831 Cent MS62 Brown. Large Letters. A 
pleasing, original example of this scarcer 
date, retaining some subtle mint red in the 
most protected areas. One of just 16 
specimens graded in both Mint State 
categories (none have received an "RD" 

designat ion). 

12 NGC 1837 Cent MS65 Brown. Plain Hair Cord. 
Superb glossy brown with rich olive-gold 
overtones on the obverse. The strike is 
very sharp for the issue while the surfaces 
are absolutely immaculate. From an 
aesthetic viewpoint, this is one of the 
prettiest 1837 Cents we have seen and its 
coloration, at least to our eyes, is every 
bit as pleasing (if not more so!) than a 
fully red piece. 

13 PCGS 1850 Cent MS64 Red and Brown. Mostly 
brown with some flashes of Mint red below. 
The surfaces are extremely clean and this 
coin has a lovely appearance. 

14 PCGS 1850 Cent MS64 Red and Brown. A good 
deal of the original Mint red can be seen 
on the obverse and the reverse. 

15 PCGS 1850 Cent MS65 Red and Brown. Bright 
red, showing full, original red color on 
both sides. On the highest points the color 
has changed to an attractive steel-blue. 
Good eye appeal and an above average strike 


FLYING EAGLE CENTS 

16 Hallmark 1858 Flying Eagle Cent MS64. Large 
Letters. Well defined with semi-matte 
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surfaces and streaks of golden-violet color 
on either side. 


INDIAN CENTS 

17 PCGS 1859 Cent MS64. Satiny golden-tan 
surfaces, extremely sharp and lustrous with 
lovely rose highlights on the reverse. Both 
the Indian Cent specialist and type 
collector alike would do well to consider 
this very pleasing one-year type coin. 

18 PCGS 1860 Cent MS63. Nice color and 

19 PCGS 1864 Bronze Cent MS66 Red and Brown. A 

lovely example with much of the original 
mint color still visible. The strike lacks 
the "mushiness" often seen on pieces of 
this issuance and the surfaces are entirely 
free of spots or marks. One of six graded 
as such by PCGS as of September, 1990 with 
none higher. 

20 NGC 1870 Cent MS64 Red and Brown. Almost 
fully red with minimal mellowing of the 
original color. Well struck from cracked 
and lightly clashed dies with full luster 
and no spots. Scarce. 

21 PCGS 1909-S Indian Cent MS65 Red. Well 
struck and spot-free, with blazing luster. 
The '09-S Indian has proven to be many 
times scarcer than the more famous '09-S 
VDB in choice full red condition. 

22 PCGS 1861 Cent PR61 . Probably dipped at one 
time, leaving the obverse with the 
appropriate look of a "white" Cent. 1000 
Proofs were reportedly struck, some 600 of 
which were later melted. PCGS population in 
all Proof grades: 30 pieces. 

23 PCGS 1864 Copper Nickel Cent PR64. Rich 
original golden colors cover reflective and 
unspotted surfaces. This is one of just 370 
Proofs struck and it is very hard to locate 
pieces which are significantly choicer than 
the present example. 

24 PCGS 1865 Cent PR64 Red and Brown. A 
flashy, razor sharp specimen, displaying 
attractive color and only a solitary carbon 
spot above the first feather in the 
Indian's headdress. Struck from a Proof 
mintage of approximately 500 coins. 

25 PCGS 1868 Cent PR65 Red. Medal lie alignment 
of the dies, as sometimes seen on Proofs of 
this date. The obverse is deeply reflective 
and both sides show a uniform golden-orange 
coloration. One of just two pieces graded 
as such, with none higher in the "RD" 
category, as of August, 1990. 

26 ANACS 1871 Cent PF 62 Red and Brown; 1873 
Cent PF 63 Red and Brown; and an 1874 Cent 
PF 63 Red and Brown. Each of these better 
date issues exhibit a distinctly different 
appearance, despite their common 


description. (Total: 3 coins) 

27 PCGS 1871 Cent PR64 Red and Brown. The 
obverse is a trifle subdued and displays 
some discoloration on the rim below CA in 
AMERICA. 

28 PCGS 1872 Cent PR65 Red. Both the obverse 
and the reverse show full, unmellowed Mint 
red. Both sides are, as well, clean and 
free of spots. This issue is quite hard to 
locate with this degree of red and gems are 
rare. As of September, 1990, this is one of 
five graded as such with just two graded 
higher by PCGS. 

29 PCGS 1876 Cent PR64 Red and Brown. 
Attractive, spot-free surfaces that have 
acquired a natural green-gold iridescence. 
PCGS population: 29 pieces. 

30 ANACS 1880 Cent PF 62 Red and Brown; 1881 
Cent PF 62 Red and Brown; and an 1886 Cent 
PF 63 Red and Brown, all with considerably 
more red than brown. (Total: 3 coins) 

31 PCGS 1881 Cent PR65 Red and Brown. 
Attractively mellowed, with flashy contrast 
to the obverse surface. 

32 PCGS 1883 Cent PR64 Red and Brown. Almost 
fully red with minimal mellowing of the 
color noted. 

33 PCGS 1888 Cent PR63 Red and Brown. Vestiges 
of faded Mint red are mostly visible on the 
reverse. Both sides show some specks. 


LINCOLN CENTS 

34 PCGS 1909-S VDB Cent MS65 Red and Brown. A 
choice, spot-free example of this key 
issue, showing green-gold highlights at the 
borders and full, satiny luster.

PCGS has 
graded just 14 pieces with none higher. 

41 PCGS 1913-D Cent MS64 Red. Just a bit 

softly impressed on the obverse but with 
full, fiery Mint red color noted. 

42 PCGS 1913-S cent MS63 Red. Nice quality for 
the grade. 

43 PCGS 1915 Cent MS65 Red. Fully struck and 
blazing red. A gem! 

44 PCGS 1915-D Cent MS64 Red and Brown. 

45 PCGS 1915-D Cent MS64 Red and Brown. Much 

of the original Mint red is still visible 
on the obverse and on the reverse. 

46 PCGS 1916 Cent MS65 Red. Fiery red with 
full luster and no spots. 

47 PCGS 1916-D Cent MS65 Red. Deep red with 
some mellowing of the color noted. The 
strike is very sharp and the slightly 
matte-like surfaces are undisturbed. This 
is a beautiful example of this underrated 
issue and it is one of just 8 graded as 
such by PCGS as of September,1990 with none 
higher . 

48 PCGS 1916-S Cent MS64 Red. Deep red with 
violet and gold overtones. The strike is 
sharp for the date while the surfaces are 
very clean. Only two examples have been 
graded higher than this as of September, 
1990. 

49 NGC 1917-D Cent MS64 Red and Brown. 

Actually a fully red coin with virtually no 
mellowing of the original color. A bit 
softly struck but lustrous and free of 
spots. 

50 NGC 1918-S Cent MS65 Red and Brown. Even, 
tan colorations. Above average strike and 
clean, mark-free surfaces. Scarce in this 
lofty grade and even tougher with the 
pleasing eye appeal seen here. 

51 PCGS 1918-S Cent MS64 Red. The obverse is a 
deep red while the reverse is mostly 

golden-brown. The strike is very sharp and 
the surfaces are lustrous. This is a rare 
and very underrated date in the higher Mint 
State grades; only 10 have been graded 
MS-64 Red by PCGS as of 9/90 with another 
two graded higher. 

52 PCGS 1919-D Cent MS65 Red. Fully struck 
with superb blazing red color. This is one 
of just 15 graded as such by PCGS as of 


September,1990 with none graded higher. 

53 PCGS 1920-D Cent MS64 Red and Brown. Frosty 
golden-tan surfaces showing a streak of 
orange and rose coloration along the lower 
left portion of the obverse, along with 
some light iridescent overtones on the 
reverse. 

54 Hallmark 1922-D Cent MS64 Red. Blinding 
luster, with the usual softness on the high 
points of the obverse and a few faint 
specks of carbon in the field to the right. 

55 PCGS 1923-S Cent MS64 Red. Sharply struck 
and lustrous with full, unmellowed Mint red 
coloration. This scarce date is nearly 
impossible to find in grades higher than 
Mint State-64. 

56 PCGS 1925-D Cent MS63 Red. Slightly 
mellowed but full original color. A bit 
softly struck but still a pleasing example 
overal1. 

57 PCGS 1928-D Cent MS65 Red and Brown. 
Attractive rose-violet overtones are 
visible on both obverse and reverse.

Slightly mellowed 
red with some golden and violet overtones 
noted on the vibrant, unspotted surfaces. 

60 PCGS 1937 Cent PR66 Red. Fiery red, 
unspotted and superb. A scarce issue in 
this grade with a current (9/90) PCGS 
population of just 15 with none graded 
higher.

61 PCGS 1864 Two Cent Piece MS64 Red and 
Brown. Large Motto. Most of the original 
red color is visible on the obverse and on 
the reverse. 

62 PCGS 1864 Two Cent Piece MS65 Red. A 
lustrous specimen with hardly any mellowing 
of color in its 125+ years of existence. 

63 PCGS 1865 Two Cent Piece MS62 Red and 
Brown. Golden-brown with a sharp strike and 
pleasing surfaces overall. 

64 PCGS 1865 Two Cent Piece MS65 Red. Frosty 
golden-tan surfaces exhibiting a noticeably 
brighter luster on the reverse. 

65 PCGS 1871 Two Cent Piece PR65 Red and 
Brown. A touch of milky violet patina rests 
atop nearly spot-free surfaces. One of 960 
Proofs struck. 
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66 PCGS 1873 Two Cent Piece PR65 Red and 
Brown. Closed 3. Glossy, wel1 preserved 
surfaces. Popular, final year of issue, one 
of 600 originals struck of this Proof-only 
date. 


THREE CENT SILVER 

67 NGC 1852 Three Cent Silver MS63. Well 
struck from unclashed, slightly worn dies. 
There are a few interesting die cracks at 
the central reverse. 

68 PCGS 1853 Three Cent Silver MS63. Struck 
from worn dies and slightly "mushy" as a 
resu1t. 

69 PCGS 1853 Three Cent Silver MS64. Type One. 
Struck from a late state of the dies, 
showing graininess on both sides as a 
result of wear in the dies. This adds to 
the already impressive frostiness and eye 
appeal possessed by this near-Gem example. 

70 NGC 1861 Three Cent Silver MS64. Sharply 
struck from heavily clashed dies. The silky 
smooth surfaces are covered by enhancing 
golden color which intensifies at the 
reverse border. 

71 NGC 1862 Three Cent Silver MS 65. Sharply 
struck, except at the base of the numerals 
on the reverse, with shimmering mint 
brilliance and occasional toning at the 
edges. 

72 NGC 1867 Three Cent Silver MS 62. Deeply 
toned with bold high point definition. 

There is a small planchet depression above 
the left portion of the date. Very seance 
as a business strike, seen roughly ten 
percent as often as Proofs of the same date. 

73 NGC 1855 Three Cent Silver PF64. The first 
in an impressive string of four Type Two 
Proofs of this denomination, and by far the 
rarest of the four. The double date is very 
clear on this Proof striking. The surfaces 
are a watery golden-steel, much deeper on 
the reverse and with flashes of iridescent 
blue at the borders. The exact Proof 
mintage is unknown, but perhaps as few as a 
dozen specimens are extant. A real find for 
the specialist in this series or collector 
of early Proofs. 

74 NGC 1858 Three Cent Silver PF 64. A full, 
sharp strike with reflective grey fields 
contrasting nicely with the frosted 
devices. One of an unknown, but extremely 
limited number of Proofs struck in this 
final year of the Type Two design and, as 
such, one of the most sought-after 19th 
century Proof type coins. 

75 PCGS 1858 Three Cent Silver PR65. Proof 
coinage from the 19th Century is often 
labeled "rare" in 65 condition, sometimes 
justly and sometimes not. There is plenty 


of justification, though, on this 
outstanding Proof Trime. Its surfaces are 
pristine and fully neflective beneath 
mottled pearl-grey, steel-violet and 
iridescent-blue toning. And, of course, any 
Type Two Three Cent Silver in this 
outstanding grade is almost never 
encountered. The combined number of 
"PR65's" graded by PCGS as of September, 
1990 totals just 11 coins, seven of those 
dated 1858. None, by the way, have been 
certified higher. 

76 PCGS 1858 Three Cent Silver PR65. A superb 
little coin with rich rainbow coloration on 
the obverse and, less so, on the reverse. 
The surfaces are glittering and reflective 
and lack any of the heavy striations which 
Proofs of this date are known for. While 
this is the most readily available Type two 
trime in the higher Proof grades, gems are 
very rare. This is one of just seven graded 
Proof-65 by PCGS as of September, 1990 and 
one of only eleven graded Proof-65 for the 
entire type. A rare and significant piece! 

77 PCGS 1865 Three Cent Silver PR64. Deep 
pastels cover clean, somewhat subdued 
surfaces. This scarce Civil War issue has 
an original mintage figure of only 500 
Proofs and just a tiny handful of the 
survivors can compare to this piece in 
terms of overall quality. 

78 PCGS 1866 Three Cent Silver PR64. Deep 
neon-blue and rose-violet toning about the 
borders, shading to orange-gold at the 
center of the obverse. A colorful example, 
one of 725 Proofs struck. 

79 PCGS 1867 Three Cent Silver PR63. Very 
reflective with a bit of golden color. The 
surfaces show minor hairlines only. One of 
just 625 Proofs struck. 


THREE CENT NICKELS 

80 PCGS 1866 Three Cent Nickel MS64. Struck 
from heavily clashed dies. 

81 PCGS 1875 Three Cent Nickel MS64. Bright 
and frosty, with an especially sharp 
reverse. 

Razor 
sharp surfaces, silvery-grey in color and 
free of noticeable spotting. Much scarcer 
and decidedly underrated in comparison to 
the Proof of the same date.

Covered 
in misty grey and rose-gold patina. 

84 PCGS 1866 Three Cent Nickel PR65. A 

stunning cameo gem with strong contrast 
noted between the frosted devices and the 
watery, reflective fields. Both the obverse 
and the reverse show natural cloudy-gold 
color and are free of the Mint-made

124 Hallmark 1924-S Nickel MS65 . An 
extraordinary example of this rare, 
low-mintage issue. The satiny obverse is 
splashed across the Indian's profile in a 
milky golden-violet toning, while a touch 
of golden-grey color is visible at the base 
of the more lustrous reverse. Very scarce 
and in demand. 

125 PCGS 1926-D Nickel MS63. Typical strike for 
the date; lustrous but lightly spotted. 


EARLY HALF DIMES 


132 PCGS 1834 Half Dime MS64 . Lightly toned in 
olive, gold and sea-green pastels. Well 
struck, satiny surfaces and details appear 
beneath the original colorations. A great 
coin for the Type collector and worth a 
premium bid because of it's impressive eye 
appeal. 

133 PCGS 1837 Half Dime MS64 . Large 5C. A bold 
silvery-grey example of this final year of 
the Capped Bust type. Some scattered russet 
and green coloration is visible about the 
date and stars, along with lighter splashes 
of golden-orange on the reverse. Both 
varieties of the 1837 Capped Bust are very 
scarce at this grade level. As of August, 
1990, just five pieces have graded "64" at 
PCGS, in addition to a single example of 
the Smal1 5C.

142 PCGS 1857-0 Half Dime MS63. Hazy 
steel-violet toning, turning to a 

reddish-orange about the obverse devices, 
along with pale golden and lilac shades 
highlighting the reverse. A tough New 
Orleans date, with a current PCGS 
population of 11 coins. 

143 PCGS 1860 Half Dime MS64. Sharply struck 
and satiny with beautiful rich 
multi-colored toning on the obverse and on 
the reverse. 

144 NGC 1860-0 Half Dime MS64. Deep grey 
obverse with streaks of gold; the reverse 
is a lighter orange-gold shade. 

The obverse shows 
absolutely superb multi-colored toning; the 
reverse is an even charcoal grey with some 
fine hairlines present at its center.

147 PCGS 1870 Half Dime MS61. An arc of golden 


toning is visible on the reverse. 

148 ANACS 1872-S Half Dime MS62. Mintmark In 
Wreath. Frosty with pleasing medium russet 
color on both sides. 

149 PCGS 1859 Half Dime PR63 . A reflective 
cameo example with medium golden-grey color 
on both sides. One of just 800 Proofs 
struck and desirable as the only readily 
obtainable Stars Obverse Half Dime in the 
mid and upper Proof grades. 

150 PCGS 1865 Half Dime PR63. Rich grey and 
iridescent toning covers finely hairlined, 
but fully reflective surfaces. A premium 
date due to the scarcity of circulation 
strikes (mintage: 13,000) and its modest 
Proof mintage of 500 pieces. 


EARLY DIMES 


151 PCGS 1798 Dime XF40. JR-4, R.3. Dark 
silver-grey, with lighter high points. This 
piece shows the die break connecting the Y 
of LIBERTY to the nose and another below 
Liberty's chin. Free of adjustment marks 
and with only a trace of wear on either 
side (the reverse is particularly choice). 
While the authors of EUSD do not consider 
this to be rare above Very Fine, any 
collector will tell you that nice early 
Dimes have all but disappeared from the 
marketplace. 

Well struck and very 
frosty with light rose centers which are 
framed splashes of iridescence within the 
stars and the lettering on the reverse.

153 PCGS 1850 Dime MS63. Untoned and frosty 
with some light marks clustered in the 
fields. In Mint State, this date is scarcer 
than its mintage would indicate due to 
wholesale meltings of silver coinage in 
1853. As of July, 1990, PCGS had graded a 
total of 8 1850 Dimes in Mint State-63 with 
another 8 graded higher. 

154 PCGS 1853 Arrows Dime MS63. Very well 
struck from lightly clashed dies. The 
surfaces show a few marks which are 
consistent to the grade and are covered 
with light golden-grey color. 

155 PCGS 1853 Arrows Dime MS65. Well struck 
from clashed and slightly worn dies. The 
surfaces are clean and free of toning with 
outstanding, thick frosty white luster.

Fully detailed and 
exhibiting a thick, satiny luster, with a 
hint of golden color about the obverse 
periphery. 

161 Hallmark 1891 Dime MS64 . Satiny and fairly 
well defined, with golden-violet peripheral 
toning. 

162 PCGS 1891 Dime MS65. Subtle rose-grey and 
silvery-gold shadings cover the obverse and 
the reverse. Unlike many 1891 Dimes, this 
piece is wel1-detai1ed and lacks any 
significant die cracks and/or metal flow 
from worn dies. As this is the most 
available Legend Obverse Dime in Mint 
State-65, this particular coin would make a 
great addition to a high grade type 
assemblage.

185 PCGS 1919-S Dime MS64 Full Bands. A

As of August, 1990, only 
six pieces had graded as such, with just 
three higher. 

186 PCGS 1924-D Dime MS64. Untoned and very 
well struck. The obverse is of gem quality 
while the reverse shows a few small marks.

Rarity-4. High 6 in the date. A classic 
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coin for the grade with even wear, good 
definition on the high spots and pleasing 
light grey color. The surfaces are very 
clean for the grade with an absence of 
describable, detracting marks. This popular 
issue is very hard to locate in the middle 
circulated grades, as most 1796 Quarters 
are either very worn or are Uncirculated.

199 NGC 1831 Quarter MS66. Small Date; Small 

Letters. Superb! The centers are toned in a 
rose-grey and orange-gold shade and are 
surrounded by rich hues of sea-gree and 
blue.

The 
strike is very sharp for the date while the 
surfaces are extremely clean. Small Sized 
Capped Bust Quarters of this quality are 
extremely rare.

An unquestionable 
business strike with fully lustrous, 
non-reflective surfaces which are overlaid 
with superb green and light blue 
coloration. The surfaces are exceptionally 
clean and this piece appears to be very, 
very choice for the grade.

Vibrant, 
semi-matte surfaces which display the usual 
flatness on Liberty's head and at the top 
of the date. 

236 PCGS 1925 Quarter MS65 Full Head. Both the 
head and the shield show complete 
definition. Frosty and clean with some 
light emerald-gold color beginning to form 
on the obverse and on the reverse. 

237 Hallmark 1926-D Quarter MS63PQ. Frosty and 
very well struck for the date, with russet 
toning about much of the obverse edge. 

238 NGC 1926-D Quarter MS 64. Brightly lustrous 

239 NGC 1927 Quarter MS 65. The obverse is 
covered in a blush of golden-violet color. 

240 PCGS 1927-D Quarter MS64. Typical strike. 
Frosty with a bit of toning on the obverse 
and on the reverse. 

241 PCGS 1928-D Quarter MS64. Typical strike. 
Very frosty with medium golden color on the 
obverse and on the reverse. 
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242 PCGS 1928-S Quarter MS64. The head is a bit 
more than 50% full. Untoned and frosty with 
outstanding luster. 

243 PCGS 1928-S Quarter MS65. A beautiful, 
frosty specimen, mostly brilliant yet 
unquestionably original. Only a slight 
weakness at Miss Liberty's ear keeps this 
choice example from a "Full Head" 
designation. 

244 NGC 1928-S Quarter MS67 Full Head. The head 
is totally full while the shield lacks just 
a few rivets to be complete. Both the 
obverse and the reverse are spectacularly 
toned, with reddish-gold, sea-green and 
pale blue hues most noticeable. The 
underlying surfaces are very frosty and 
appear to be entirely free of marks. This 
utterly spectacular 1928-S Quarter is tied 
with a solitary PCGS-graded example as the 
finest coin of this date to have been 
graded by either major service. This 
utterly irreplacable coin is certainly one 
of the finest known Standing Liberty 
Quarters of any date. 

245 PCGS 1930 Quarter MS64. The head is about 
75% full while the shield lacks two rivets 
to be complete. The surfaces are frosty and 
show some light golden color. 

246 PCGS 1930 Quarter MS64 Full Head. The 
shield lacks three rivets to be complete. 
Very frosty and lightly marked with rich 
champagne-gold color. 

247 PCGS 1930 Quarter MS66 Full Head. The head 
shows full detail while the shield lacks 
two rivets to be complete. A ring of fiery 
orange-gold and reddish color, probably 
from storage in an old Wayte Raymond album, 
encircles the obverse; similar but lighter 
and less extensive hues can be seen on the 
reverse 

248 PCGS 1930-S Quarter MS64. Virtually a full 
head example and almost a Gem as well. 

Fully lustrous and untoned. A pair of 
reeding marks are noted on the center of 
the reverse.

249 PCGS 1932-S Quarter MS64. Medium to deep 
toning can be seen on both sides with the 
reverse deeper and more extensively 
colored. Both sides are frosty and clean. 
Definitely an above-average example of this 
key issue. 

A touch of light 
color has formed on the reverse. 

251 PCGS 1938 Quarter MS65, milky-gold toning; 
and a 1938-S Quarter MS65, brighter gold, 
with traces of reddish color. (Total: 2 
coins) 

252 PCGS 1938 Quarter PR65. Toned on the 


obverse. 

253 PCGS 1939 Quarter PR66. Rich natural 
cloudiness covers sparkling, undisturbed 
surfaces. 

254 PCGS 1940 Quarter PR67. An immaculate gem 
with light cloudy golden color. This is one 
of just eleven pieces graded this high by 
PCGS as of September, 1990 with none higher. 


EARLY HALF DOLLARS 

255 PCGS 1825 Half Dollar MS66 . Overton-101. 
Rarity-1. Superb! The centers are toned to 
a pale green shade which is, in turn, 
contrasted by reddish-gold shadings at the 
edges. The strike is as sharp as on any 
Bust Half Dollar we have seen while the 
surfaces are truly immaculate. And, unlike 
on most every example of this type, there 
is a total absence of friction from 
"stacking" on the cheek of Liberty. All in 
all, this is the finest example of this 
date which we have ever seen or sold. PCGS 
concurs in our belief as this is the only 
1825 Half Dollar to have been graded this 
high as of September, 1990 and this is one 
of just 15 Bust Half Dollars of any date 
which have been graded MS-66 as of this 
date. 

256 PCGS 1827 Half Dollar AU58. 0-113, R.4. A 
lustrous golden-steel example, with 
diagnostic flatness in stars 5-13 and die 
break from below the date curving around 
the right into the cap. 

257 PCGS 1827/6 Half Dollar MS64. Overton-103. 
Rarity-4. Early Die State with the overdate 
sharp and much of the milling visible on 
the obverse and the reverse. Sharply struck 
from worn and clashed dies with excellent 
satiny luster below pleasing golden-grey 
coloration; some iridescence is forming at 
the reverse border. The surfaces are clean 
and the reverse is of gem quality. The 
1827/6 Half Dollar is very rare and 
underrated in all Mint State grades. This 
is the highest graded example examined by 
PCGS as of September, 1990. In addition, we 
believe that this is the finest known 
example of Overton-103 which, in turn, is 
by far the scarcest of the three 1827/6 die 
varieties which are known. A very 
significant coin for the specialist! 

258 PCGS 1829 Half Dollar MS63 . Overton-117. 
Rarity-2. Small Letters. Rich antique-gold 
centers change to chartreuse and fiery 
orange-gold peripherally. The strike is 
very acceptable for the date while the 
surfaces are frosty and minimally marked. 
Overall, an extremely pleasing coin which 
should appeal to the type collector or the 
date col 1ector. 

259 PCGS 1830 Half Dollar MS63. Overton-120. 
Rarity-1. Large 0's. Toned to a rich medium 
rose-grey with some underlying pastels 
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noted. The strike is slightly above average 
for the variety with most details, except 
for the stars at the left, up and bold. The 
surfaces are lightly marked and lustrous. 

An affordable yet attractive coin for the 
type or date collector and a significant 
sub-type as wel 1 . 

260 PCGS 1831 Half Dollar MS61 . Overton-108. 
Rarity-1. A typical strike for this variety 
with the centers sharp but with some 
weakness at the eages. The surfaces are 
clean for the grade and quite frosty with 
some light russet-iridescence noted on both 
sides. 

261 NGC 1833 Half Dollar MS64 . 0verton-108. 
Rarity-1. Rich, even rose-grey toning 
covers both the obverse and the reverse. 

The surfaces are quite frosty while the 
strike is sharp with full milling, hair and 
feather details noted. A few light scrapes 
can be seen on the reverse but these are 
very wel1-concealed by the aforementioned 
coloration. This is a very pleasing type 
coin which should be of interest to the 
date and the variety collector as well.

Small Date, Small Letters. Light russet and 
blue toning forms outside the central 
devices. Usual weakness on the left portion 
of the scrol1. 

263 PCGS 1836 Half Dollar MS60. 0-102, R.l. 
Lettered Edge. Natural steel-grey surfaces, 
shading to golden at the rims. 

264 PCGS 1837 Reeded Edge Half Dollar MS65. A 

superb example! The obverse shows a touch 
of light orange-gold color while the 
reverse is totally white. Both sides are 
incredibly lustrous with the obverse 
slightly reflective. The strike is as sharp 
as one could imagine with the peripheries 
showing none of the "fading" typical to 
this issue. Most importantly, the surfaces 
are nearly free of marks. This is among the 
finest Reeded Edge Halves we have seen or 
sold and we believe this is among the 
finest known. A very important type coin! 


LIBERTY SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

265 PCGS 1845-0 Half Dollar AU58. No Drapery. 
Normal date; Large, Round Mintmark. A 
lovely original example with pleasing 
medium golden-grey and iridescent color. 
This date is quite rare in full Mint State. 

266 PCGS 1854 Arrows Half Dollar MS63 . Slightly 
weak on the central stars. Liberty's head 
and the corresponding reverse. The centers 
are a pleasing rose-grey which changes to 
rich iridescence, especially on the 
reverse. For the grade, this coin is clean 
and obviously original and, as such, would 
make a nice addition to a type set. 

267 PCGS 1855-0 Half Dollar MS64 . Rich 


orange-gold color can be seen on both 
sides; the obverse also shows flashes of 
iridescent violet. The strike is sharp with 
none of the typical die cracks noted and 
the surfaces are very clean. Due to the 
rarity and high price level of gem With 
Arrows Halves, this piece should appeal to 
a number of advanced type collectors. 

268 PCGS 1874 Arrows Half Dollar MS64. Very 
well struck and quite frosty with a bit of 
russet color which deepens slightly towards 
the edges. There are a few light marks 
clustered in the obverse fields but this is 
a genuinely choice and pleasing example for 
the grade. Gem 1873-1874 With Arrows Halves 
are all but impossible to locate and this 
piece is, realistically, the finest 
available quality for the date and for the 
type. 

269 PCGS 1874 Arrows Half Dollar MS64 . Dazzling 
semi-ref 1ective surfaces framed in an 
alluring pinkish-gold. Circular die 
polishing lines on the reverse should not 
be confused with hairlines. One of just 20 
coins graded as such by PCGS, with a total 
of 38 for the entire two-year type. 

270 NGC 1879 Half Dollar MS 66. An obvious 
business strike example of this low-mintage 
date. The surfaces are frosty and display 
shimmering luster beneath mottled 
golden-violet toning. Additionally, 
iridescent-blue highlights appear in the 
protected areas of the obverse. Very scarce 
in this lofty grade! 

271 PCGS 1859 Half Dollar PR62. An appealing 
coin for the grade with very reflective 
surfaces overlaid with smokey grey and pale 
gold color. 

272 PCGS 1882 Half Dollar PR66. Milky 
pearl-grey and golden-violet toning, with a 
glorious band of neon blue surrounding 
three-quarters of the obverse. An exquisite 
Proof specimen, one of just three specimens 
graded at this lofty level by PCGS! 

273 PCGS 1886 Half Dollar PR62. An untoned 
example with very reflective surfaces. We 
note a few marks near the right elbow of 

Liberty. 

274 PCGS 1889 Half Dollar PR66. Superbly toned 
with rose-grey centers giving way to blue, 
green and fiery gold towards the edges. The 
surfaces are very reflective and are free 
of any noticeable hairlines. This date has 
proven to be among the rarest of the 
popular 1879-1890 issues in the higher 
Proof grades and this is one of just three 
pieces graded Proof-66 by PCGS as of 
September, 1990. 


BARBER HALF DOLLARS 

275 PCGS 1892 Half Dollar MS64. Well struck and 
untoned with thick, unbroken luster. Other 
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than a few small scuffs on Liberty's cheek, 
this coin is immaculate and it rivals many 
gems which we have seen offered for sale. 

276 PCGS 1898 Half Dollar MS65. An intricately 
detailed specimen with choice surfaces and 
shimmering mint luster, dust a whisper of 
light grey color appears on the obverse. 

One of just seven pieces to grade "65" at 
PCGS, with only a single coin higher. 

277 PCGS 1912-D Half Dollar MS63. Satiny and 
bright with the slightest trace of russet 
toning noticeable on the obverse and on the 
reverse. Both sides are minimally marked 
and the reverse is nearly of gem quality. 

278 PCGS 1915-S Half Dollar MS64 . -ustrous, 
with lots of original mint frost on both 
sides. This lovely coin shows a light layer 
of golden olive color, an above-average 
strike, and only a few very light marks. In 
terms of eye appeal, this example is as 
lovely as any Gem we have seen. 


286 PCGS 1916-S Half Dollar MS65. Very 
attractively toned on the obverse and the 
reverse with a rich russet and antique gold 
overtone contrasted by reddish-gold hues at 
the borders. The strike is sharp while the 
surfaces are clean and very lustrous. 

1916-S Halves really do not come much nicer 
than the present coin! 

287 PCGS 1917 Half Dollar MS64. Lightly toned 
in iridescent gold over satiny surfaces. 
Barely marked and with an above-average 
strike. A good looking early date Walker. 

288 PCGS 1917 Half Dollar MS65. Untoned and 
frosty with excellent luster for the issue. 
Most 1917 Halves are dull and have grainy, 
semi-matte finishes. This piece is a 
welcome exception and it would fit 
wonderfully into a high quality Walker set. 

289 NGC 1918 Half Dollar MS63. Pleasing medium 
to deep golden colors rest on the obverse 
and the reverse. 


279 PCGS 1893 Half Dollar PR63. A pleasing 
cameo example with medium smokey color at 
the lower half of the obverse and on much 
of the reverse. 

280 PCGS 1894 Half Dollar PR63. Appealing 
natural smokey rose-gold and grey toning 
clings to reflective surfaces. There are 
some siidemarks and two 1ight scratches on 
the cheek of Liberty. 

281 PCGS 1897 Half Dollar PR64 . An untoned 
cameo with strong contrast between the 
frosted devices and the watery, reflective 
fields. A thin scrape on the obverse, from 
the tenth star to Liberty's ear, removes 
this piece from strong consideration at the 
gem level . 

282 PCGS 1910 Half Dollar PR62. Smokey toning 
covers hair lined but reflective surfaces. 

283 PCGS 1913 Half Dollar PR63. A light, milky 
patina overlays the obverse, minimizing the 
effect of a single hairline extending down 
from the lock of hair by Miss Liberty's 
ear. This otherwise choice specimen is one 
of 627 Proofs minted. 


WALKING LIBERTY HALF DOLLARS 

284 PCGS 1916 Half Dollar MS65. Bright and 
frosty with a touch of light golden color. 
Unlike most 1916 Walking Liberty Half 
Dollars, this piece does not have a drab, 
"washed-out" appearance. 

285 PCGS 1916-D Half Dollar MS65 . Deep 
rose-grey with aqua and light green 
undertones on the obverse and a splash of 
orange-gold on the reverse. The strike is 
quite acceptable for the date while the 
surfaces are clean and lustrous. A scarce 
issue in this grade. 


290 PCGS 1919-S Half Dollar MS64. A good strike 
for the date with the centers showing just 
minor weakness. The surfaces are very clean 
and frosty with some lemon-gold color noted 
at the upper obverse and the lower reverse. 
This is a very scarce date in this grade 
and gems are very infrequently offered for 
sale. 


291 PCGS 1920 Half Dollar MS63. Typical strike 
but clean and very lustrous with enhancing 
golden color on the obverse and on the 
reverse. 


292 PCGS 1921-D Half Dollar MS64. A faint trace 
of russet color can be seen on the obverse 
while the reverse is untoned and bright. 
This very choice piece is kept from the gem 
level only by the presence of some small 
obverse marks in the upper right field. A 
very good value for the collector who wants 
an above-average 1921-D Half Dollar but who 
can not afford a rare gem. 


293 PCGS 1929-D Half Dollar MS65. Very well 
struck and frosty with a touch of rich 
silvery-grey color which is most notable on 
the obverse. Far above-average in every 
respect for the issue and a reasonably 
scarce coin in this state of preservation. 

294 PCGS 1929-S Half Dollar MS64. Untoned and 
frosty with no serious marks noticeable. 

The strike, as usual, is a bit weak at the 
centers. 


295 PCGS 1934-D Half Dollar MS63; 1940-S Half 

Dollar MS63; 1941-S Half Dollar MS63; 
1942-S Half Dollar MS63; and a 1943-S Half 
Dollar MS63. All are well struck for their 
respective issues and, with the exception 
of the '42-S which displays a light golden 
tint, all are brilliant. (Total: 5 coins) 


296 PCGS 1934-S Half Dollar MS65. Untoned and 
frosty. An excellent strike for the issue 
with full definition noted on the head. 
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thumb and skirtlines on the obverse 

297 PCGS 1935-D Half Dollar MS62, toned 
obverse; and a 1936 Half Dollar MS64 , fully 
struck and brilliant. (Total: 2 coins) 

298 PCGS 1936-S Half Dollar MS64 . Untoned and 
well struck with semi-matte surfaces. 

299 PCGS 1936-S Half Dollar MS-65. Hints of 
milky toning appear on both sides. Slight 
weakness at the hand. 

300 PCGS 1938-D Half Dollar MS65. Fully struck 
and frosty with pale pearl-gold centers; a 
crescent of reddish-gold can be seen at the 
right obverse and down through the date. 

301 PCGS 1938-D Half Dollar MS65. An uncommonly 
choice example of this low-mintage key, 
fully frosty and untoned. 

302 PCGS 1939-S Half Dollar MS65. Well struck 
for the date. 

303 PCGS 1940-S Half Dollar MS64. Atypically 
sharp, with full mint brilliance. 

304 PCGS 1941-S Half Dollar MS64 . Typical soft 
strike in the centers, but above-average 
luster and overall appearance. 

305 NGC 1941-S Half Dollar MS 64. Bright and 
lustrous, with traces of coppery-gold here 
and there on the obverse. 

306 PCGS 1941-S Half Dollar MS66. Untoned annd 
lustrous with the reverse slightly 

Proof like; this piece must have been among 
the first struck using this reverse as this 
piece shows much die polish. The strike is 
remarkable for the issue with none of the 
typical weakness visible at the center. 

This date remains tied with the 1944-S as 
the scarcest "late date" Walking Liberty 
Half Dollar in MS-66. As of September, 

1990, only nine have been graded in MS-66 
with none higher. 

307 PCGS 1942 Half Dollar MS65. 

308 PCGS 1942-D Half Dollar MS65. Toned in 
milky gold and sky-blue colors. These have 
become very inexpensive of late and are way 
off their historical high prices. 

309 NGC 1942-S Half Dollar MS 64, brilliant; 
and a 1943-S Half Dollar MS 64, rich 
olive-gold toning, somewhat lighter on the 
reverse. (Total: 2 coins) 

310 PCGS 1943-D Half Dollar MS66. Untoned with 
screaming luster and no appreciable marks. 

A first-rate example! 

311 PCGS 1943-S Half Dollar MS64 . Untohed and 
frosty; average strike. 

312 PCGS 1943-S Half Dollar MS64. Fully 
brilliant, with a much stronger strike than 
usual. 


313 PCGS 1943-S Half Dollar MS64. Bright and 
lustrous, with strong high point definition 

314 PCGS 1944-S Half Dollar MS64. Sharply 
struck for the date, with a silvery-grey 
obverse and bright, lustrous reverse 
surfaces. 

315 PCGS 1936 Half Dollar PR66. A pristine, 

hair1ine-free example, with a hint of milky 
originality shading to a mottled golden hue 
at the upper and lower obverse edge. Proof 
1936 Walkers are usually encountered in 
grades less than "65", so the appearance of 
a specimen in such a lofty condition is, 
indeed, unusual . 

316 PCGS 1937 Half Dollar PR65. Rich cloudy 
color on the obverse and the reverse 
attests to the originality of this gem. 

317 ANACS 1938 Half Dollar PF 65. Just a touch 
of misty golden-grey patina rests atop the 
choice surfaces. 

318 PCGS 1938 Half Dollar PR66. A superb, 
wholly original coin, exhibiting a splash 
of milky golden color through the center of 
the obverse and about the outer portions of 
the reverse. These high grade Proof Walkers 
are almost ridiculously cheap at current 

prices. 

319 NGC 1939 Half Dollar PR65. A hint of light 
cloudiness can be seen on the obverse and 
on the reverse. 

320 PCGS 1940 Half Dollar PR65. Rich cloudy 
hues cover the obverse and the reverse. 

321 PCGS 1940 Half Dollar PR66. A lovely gem 
with rich, cloudy coloration on the obverse 
and on the reverse. The surfaces are 
unmarked and reflective. 

322 PCGS 1941 Half Dollar PR65. Very reflective 
and toned in pale, cloudy hues. 

323 PCGS 1942 Half Dollar PR65. Untoned and 
extremely reflective. 

324 PCGS 1942 Half Dollar PR67. Untoned and 
really "as struck" with no signs of 
mishandling. This appears to be a late 
striking as the surfaces are a bit more 
frosty than reflective. Only three pieces 
have been graded higher than Proof-67 as of 
August, 1990 by PCGS.

326 PCGS 1795 Flowing Hair Dollar VG8. 

Bolender-5. Rarity-1. Original deep grey 
with some orange highlights about the 
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devices. We note an old obverse scratch and 
a small rim mark at 9:00 but this is a 
pleasing coin for the grade. 

327 PCGS 1802 Dollar XF45. B-6, R.l. Close 
Perfect Date. Golden toned, with lots of 
the original mint luster still appearing on 
both sides. Nicely struck and free of any 
noticeable defects or adjustment marks. The 
perfect "collector" coin. 


LIBERTY SEATED DOLLARS 

328 NGC 1860-0 Dollar MS 61. Full cartwheel 
brilliance, with boldly detailed devices 
and a whisper of peripheral toning. The 
lesser abraded reverse is of choice quality. 

329 PCGS 1872 Dollar MS61. Softly struck on the 
head and a few of the stars, but otherwise 
sharp. The reverse is a bit more lustrous 
and choice. 

330 PCGS 1859 Dollar PR63 . The obverse displays 
a splendid two-toned appearance while the 
watery golden-steel reverse sports less 
contrast betweeen fields and devices. 800 
Proofs were reportedly struck, but only a 
small fraction of that number survive 
today. As of August, 1990, just 10 pieces 
had graded "PR63" at PCGS. 

331 PCGS 1866 Dollar PR64 . The obverse and the 
reverse both show a deep grey overtone with 
flashes of red, gold and blue on the 
obverse and strong blue, green and gold 
color on the reverse. Both sides are 
reflective and show no serious hairlines or 
marks. In addition to being popular as the 
first With Motto Seated Dollar, the 1866 is 
also the rarest Proof of this type in the 
higher grades. 

332 PCGS 1867 Dollar PR64. From the same 
collection as the Proof 1866 Dollar offered 
above and similar in quality and 
appearance. This piece has a slightly 
deeper overtone but shows similar rich 
coloration below. It, too, has very 
reflective and minimally disturbed 
surfaces. Only 625 Proofs were produced and 
it is extremely hard to locate full gems. 

333 NGC 1870 Dollar PF 64. The obverse exhibits 
frosty white centers set against mirrored 
fields and lovely peripheral toning. The 
reverse is toned a milky steel-violet shade 
and is framed in green and gold 
Iridescence. The tips of the eagle's wings 
and shield are a trifle flat, as is 
occasionally seen on Proofs of this date. A 
most impressive Proof Seated Liberty 
Dollar, combining choice quality with the 
eye catching two-toned obverse. 

334 PCGS 1872 Dollar PR63. Reflective 
steel-toned surfaces, with more colorful 
accents of blue and golden-russet about the 
stars, date and lettering. A total of 29 
pieces have graded "PR63" at PCGS, out of a 
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Proof mintage of 950 coins. 

335 PCGS 1873 Dollar PR64 . A beautiful cameo 
example with very strong contrast noted 
between the frosted white devices and the 
watery fields. Some golden color has formed 
and this deepens to a russet-gold hue at 
the edge. The surfaces are very reflective 
and are almost completely free of 
hairlines. We note a tiny area of Mint-made 
roughness below the first star but this 
does not detract from the splendid 
appearance of this impressive Seated 
Dollar. One of just 600 struck and a date 
which is seldom found as choice as this. 


TRADE DOLLARS 

336 NGC 1877-S Trade Dollar MS63. An absolutely 
original example which has lots of creamy 
mint frost beneath a layer of mottled lilac 
and turquoise pastels. Well struck and 
quite clean for the grade. In our opinion, 
a definite, premium quality example. 

337 PCGS 1877 Trade Dollar PR64. Deep rose-grey 
overtone changes to magenta, violet and 
orange-gold as the coin is tilted towards a 
light source. The underlying surfaces are 
very reflective and appear to be very 
clean. Only 510 Proof 1877 Trade Dollars 
were struck and full-fledged gems are very 
rare. This piece is unusually choice for 
the date and for the grade. 

338 PCGS 1878 Trade Dollar PR64. Deep 
violet-grey overtone is contrasted by some 
lighter blue and green shades which have 
formed at the peripheries. This piece has a 
very "original" appearance and has no 
noticeable hairlines or marks. One of 900 
pieces struck, all as Proofs, and a much 
scarcer is sue than the 1879-1883 Trade 

Dol1ars. 

339 PCGS 1882 Trade Dollar PR64. A sparkling, 
reflective cameo with good contrast noted 
between the frosted devices and the fields. 
The obverse and the reverse both show 
medium rose-grey and orange-gold color and 
each side is very minimally hairlined. This 
is one of just 1097 1882 Trade Dollars 
struck; all as Proofs. 

340 PCGS 1882 Trade Dollar PR65. Deep, original 
toning covers the obverse and the reverse.

A pleasing coin 
in spite of some marks with rich color, 
sharp details and bold luster. 

461 ANACS 1852 Gold Dollar MS64 . Very well 
struck and frosty with exquisite 
orange-gold color on the obverse and on the 
reverse. The surfaces are very clean and a 
strong arguement could be made for calling 
this lovely little coin a full-fledged gem. 

462 NGC 1854 Type One Gold Dollar MS66 A 

simply superb little coin with splendid 
rose and orange-gold color over intensely 
lustrous surfaces. The strike is razor 
sharp and the only visible marks on the 
surfaces are Mint-made clashmarks which can 
be seen on the reverse. While this date is 
very common even in Mint State-64, it 
becomes rare in Mint State-65. Superb 
examples are extremely rare and this 
particular coin is certainly among the 
finest known 1854 Type One Gold Dollars. 

463 ANACS 1855 Type Two Gold Dollar AU55. Well 
struck from clashed dies. Lustrous and very 
1ight1y worn. 

464 PCGS 1867 Gold Dollar MS61. Well struck 
from heavily clashed dies. The obverse is 
slightly reflective while the reverse is 
frosty; both sides display rich orange-gold 
color. Only 5200 examples were struck for 
general circulation and survivors usually 


grade from Very Fine to About Uncirculated. 
As of August, 1990, PCGS had graded a total 
of 16 1867 Gold Dollars in the various Mint 
State grades. 

465 PCGS 1888 Gold Dollar MS63. Semi-Proof 1ike 
with liberal amounts of satiny Mint luster 
within the reflective fields. A few light 
hairlines can be seen on the obverse. 

466 PCGS 1888 Gold Dollar MS64 . A fully 
Prooflike first-strike with an appearance 
which is deceptively similar to that of a 
Proof. The watery surfaces are covered with 
rich orange-gold color which attests to the 
originality of this very choice piece. 

467 PCGS 1889 Gold Dollar MS64. Fully detailed 
and satiny, with shimmering luster and no 
appreciable marks. Final year and, by far, 
the most available date of this popular 
type . 


EARLY QUARTER EAGLES 

468 PCGS 1802/1 Quarter Eagle XF40. A very 
pleasing, evenly worn example which is 
notable for its lack of problems and its 
rich orange-gold coloration. As on all 
examples of this date, the centers are not 
fully brought up; the wings, however, show 
the detail of a higher grade. A few light 
Mint-made adjustment marks can be seen at 
the central obverse but these are mostly 
obscured by the rich coloration. This is 
one of a paltry 3035 pieces which were 
produced. Compared to more modern issues, 
nice Draped Bust Quarter Eagles are 
extremely undervalued. 


LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

469 PCGS 1846-D Quarter Eagle AU55 . Normal 
Mintmark. Late Die State with reverse rust 
and a noticeable crack through ER in 
AMERICA on the reverse. Very lustrous with 
splashes of coppery coloration at the 
obverse center and across the borders. The 
high spots are lightly worn. This date is 
extremely rare in full Mint State and is 
quite rare in any Mint State grade. This is 
among the highest graded examples examined 
by PCGS as of September, 1990 and is 
probably among the top ten or so known 
1846-D Quarter Eagles. 

470 PCGS 1899 Quarter Eagle MS66. Splendid rich 
orange-gold and rose coloration covers 
uncommonly clean and frosty surfaces. This 
date is the scarcest and most underrated of 
the 1896-1907 Liberty Head Quarter Eagles. 
It becomes somewhat scarce in MS-64 and is 
rare in MS-65. Superb pieces are extremely 
rare and this is the only 1899 Quarter 
Eagle to have been graded MS-66 by PCGS as 
of September, 1990.
